Final Decision on the Sugar 


Question Will Be Finishing 
Touch Put on the New 
Measure. 


MODELED IN ACCORD 
WITH WILSON’S IDEAS 


Compromise on Free Sugar 
at Once, Is the Ultimatum 
of the President to Sugar 
Interests. 


Washington, April 4.—The democra- 
tic tariff revision bill is completed to- 
night with the exception of a final 
decision upon sugar. From beginninx 
to end it is modelled in accord with 
ideas of President Wilson, with wooi, 
meats and many other foodstuffs and 
clothing materials on the free list with 
low duties upon all agricultural pro- 
ducts anc foodstuffs that are not free; 
and with the tariff on chemicals, steel 
and other commercial products cut far 
below the present protective rates. 

Senate tariff today asked 
for an opportunity to study the bill 
until Sunday afternoon. They wil 
then confer with Chairman Underwood, 
of the house committee on ways and 
means, and later will have a final con- 
ference with President Wilson. A care- 
ful analysis of the senate will be made 
in the meantime, to determine whether 
free wool, “one cent sugar” and iow 
rates on “market basKet prodvcts” will 
prove acceptable to a majority of the 
democrats. 

Developments of the Day. 

Briefly summarized, the tariff de- 
velopments of the day were: 

President Wilson’s ultimatum to 
Sugar interests that they must agree 
to a tariff of 1 cent per pound for three 
years, with free sugar after that time, 
or he would attempt -to provide for 
free sugar at once. 

Completion of the bill by the ways 
and means committee with the excep- 
tion of the sugar schedule. On this 
the committee is prepared to agree on 
free sugar if the president insists. 

Income tax rates fixed at 1 per cent 
for all corporation incomes above 
$5,000; 1 per cent on personal incomes 
from $4,000 to $20,000; 2 per cent from 
$26,000 to $50,000; 3 per cent from $5¢,- 
000 to $100,000; 4 per cent above $100,- 
000. 

The president admitted his proposal 
on the sugar tariff to Representative 
Broussard, of Louisiana, early in the 
day. Louisiana senators and repre- 
sentatives conferred throughout the 
day and sounded out other members 
of the senate to determine whether 
enough strength could be secured to 
fight the free sugar feature of the 
plan. They had reached no deciston 
tonight, however, as to the course ta 
take. Notwithstanding the sugar con- 
troversy, events so shaped themselves 
today as to indicate that the houses 
the senate and the president will come 
to definite and final agreement upon 
the tariff bill before Monday, and that 
the measure will be presented to the 
house early next week as an adminis- 
trative measure and with all tariff 
leaders behind it. 

Conference With Underwood. 


After a short meeting of democratic 
members of the finance committee to- 
day, Senators Simmons, James and 
Hughes called on Mr. Underwood and 
discussed the wool, sugar and agricul- 
tural tariffs. A demand from some

Tribute Is Paid McDaniel. 

A high tribute was paid to Secretary 
McDaniel, who was re-elected to his 
sixth term, and at no election has he 
ever had any opposition.

In its report on live stock a special 
committee said that “cotton costs more 
labor and .more expenditure than any 
other crop,” and the “raising of food 
and live stock ought to be advanced to 
the same front as cotton.”

A letter was read which had been 
written by Bradford Knapp, of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, to Charles Barrett, president of 
the National Farmers’ union, in which 
Mr. Knapp said it would be a great 
Pleasure for him to meet with the 
farmers of Georgia. He said that the 
most important matter which con- 
fronted the farmers was the establish- 
ing of a better system of marketing. 

A report was read from the Farmers’ 
Educational and Co-operative union 
in which it was stated that the farmers 
were the worst oppressed than any 
other class of people and were labor- 
ing with fewer advantages and un- 
der more disadvantages. The report 
offered resolutions, which were adopt- 
ed, that requested the senators and 
eongressmen of the United States to 
enact a law that will give govern- 
ment bonded warehouses in which tho 
farmers can store their cotton and 
draw money on it at the same rate of 
interest paid by the national banks.

Funds Needed for Roads. 

The special committee on good roads 
reported that some good substantial 
roads had been built over the state, 
but the roads would never be as they 
should for the traveling public until 
there were funds with which to do the 
work.

“The demonstrative fact that our 
towns and cities are increasing in pop- 
ulation from five to ten times as fast 
as the country districts adjacent to 
them, points unmistakably to the wis- 
dom, the absolute necessity for a com- 
bined effort of all educational work- 
ers in the state towards bringing to 
our rural communities a share of the 
prosperity that is enjoyed by our ur- 
ban population. 

The committee on rural public 
schools reported that great progress 
was being made by the rural schodls. 
It was the wish of the committee that 
the rural schools be brought as soon 
as possible up to the highest standard 
of efficiency and that the schools be 
made to serve more directly and im- 
mediately the needs of the children 
the country.

I beg to express my hearty and unquali- 
fied approval of your editorial, “About Paid 
Defenders.” You will doubtless recall that I 
addressed a communication to you a few 
months ago on this subject, and that you 
printed it, with a strong editorial indorse- 
ment of the views I presented.

OF BABEL 
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Readers of the Bible are familiar with 
of the Tower of Babel. This edt- 
fice. Was commenced by the descendants of 
Noah, with the object of building it «» high 
that the heavens might be reached and thus 
the people might escape from a second 
deluge. The building was never completed 
for the reason that Jehovah confounded the 
language of the builders so that they no 
longer understood one another and thus be- 
came scattered. 

Where was this tower located? Nothing 
knowr regarding its site beyond the 
fact tnat ic was in or very near Ba*ylon.

It was the building of the Tower of Rabel 
which caured the diversity of human speech 
and the dispersion of mankind. The variety 
of languages and the dispersion of mankind 
were regarded as a curse, and it is probable 
that, as Professor Cheyne says, “There was 
an ancient North Semetic myth te ex- 
plain it.” 

According to Cornelius Alexander and 
Abdenus the tower was overthrown by the 
winds. A tradition similar to that of the 
Tower of Babel is found in Central America. 
Xelhua, one of the seven giants rescued 
from the deluge, built the great pyramil of 
Cholula in order to storm Heaven. The gods 
destroyed it with fire and confounded tho 
language of the builders. 

Traces of a similar story have also been 
met with among the Mongolian Tharus in 
Northern India and, according to Dr. Liv- 
ingstone, among the Africans of Laks 
Ngami. 

According to Josephus it was mainly 
Nimrod, who persuaded his people to build 
the Tower, while other sources assert on the 
contrary, that Nimrod separated the build- 
ers. It is said that 600,000 men were en- 
gaged for 43 years in building the Tower, 
and it finally reached such a height that 
it took a whole year to hoist up necessary 
building material to the top. In consequence 
building material became so valuable that 
they cried when a brick fell and broke, but 
remained indifferent when a man fell and 
was killed. 

If the Borsippa ruins is the locatton of 
the Tower a conception of its great height 
is easily imagined, for it is said that any 
one who now stands upon these ruins and 
looks down the tall pine trees look as small 
as grasshoppers. 

There is a general agreement that the 
Tower of Babel was in lower Babylonia, not 
far from the River Euphrates. That Bor- 
sippa’s claim has some foundation is be- 
lieved, for Nebuchadnessar, in his inscrip- 
tions, tells how he repaired and finished a 
“Zikkurat” or tower, which had been left 
unfinished at a height of 42 ells by a former 
king. The conspicuous character of the 
present-day remains of this Tower has at- 
tracted attention since the time of Benja- 
min, of Tudela, about 1160, and many schol- 
ars have found in this mass of ruins the 
Tower of Babel’s remains as described in 
Genesis xi. 

The other view is that the ruins in old 
Babylon are the site. The narrative itself 
speaks of a city and tower and the cessa- 
tion of labor is mentioned with regard to 
the city only. This being so there must be 
a preference for Babylon as the probable 
site of the Tower as described in the Bible, 
the ruins of which answer the requirements 
of both a tower and a city. 


AARON BURR

The next 
vear he was a member of Washington's staff. 
At 34 he was attorney general of New York 
and at 35 senator from New York. He was 
then nominated for vice president in 1800, 
and at this point Nature’s coarse work be- 
to show. 
celebrated constitution was at this 
little childlike in several spots and 
one of ' these was the method of ‘electing 
president and vice president. Burr had been 
nominated for viee president, but when. he 
received as many votes as Thomas Jefferson 
made a mad grab at the presidency. 
Congress defeated him after many months, 
but it soured his proud spirit and he soon 
became a national nuisance. 

In 1804 Burr polished up his pistol prac- 
tice and invited Alexander Hamilton to a 
duel on general principles. He killed Hamil- 
ton. It was considered a misdemeanor at 
that time to kill a man in a Quel just as it 
is considered bad taste today to shoot an 
éditor in South Carolina and Burr was never 
popular after that. 

In 1807 Burr got an expedition together 
and drifted down the Ohio to found a colony 
in the south. He was suspected of desiring 
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“Burr polished up his pistol practice and in- 
vited Alexander Hamilton to a duel.”

Burr lived to be over 80 and managed 
to break up at least one family and to marry 
a wealthy widow in his old age. He died 
without jarring even the immediate neigh- 
borhood, and although he was one of Amer- 
ica’s ablest men, his example is never pointed 
out to American boys.

Those who have given serious thought to 
this subject realize that treorgia h too 
long neglected to do her duty in this iter 
tant matter. 

While Alabama, North Carolina and oth- 
er. states have engrafted In their organic 
laws measures in keeping with the facts 
as shown by modern research touching those 
things pertaining to the public health, 
Georgia still holds to the imperfect legis- 
lation of a remote and. largely, 
tific era. To say the least 
health laws little 
civilization. 


Surely opposition, if there be any real 
opposition to better health regulations, will 
disappear when all the facts are properly 
presented. Do those who are inclined to 
treat the matter of vital statistics lightly 
stop to consider the fact that the modern 
dairyman sets great store on the registra- 
tion of his cattle? That the stockman, the 
poultryman and even those who own dogs 
and cats insists that the records be kept 
Straight? Should we not be equally con- 
cerned about the registration of the birth 
and death of a human being? 

Is it not time to inquire as to “where 
we are at” when, with the meager means 
at hand for gathering vital Statistics, it is 
shown that there are now a million and 
a half of people suffering trom preventable 
diseases? That one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people die each year in these United 
States from tuberculosis—a preventable 
disease? 

A proper record of births and deaths is 
necessary for thé intelligent study of dis- 
ease and its prevention as well as being of 
the utmost importance in all questions re- 
lating to heredity, legitimacy, property 
rights and identity. 

A properly framed vital statistics law 
would aid largely in the enforcement of the 
child labor law. 

Looking only to the welfare of all our 
people it' is to be hoped that you and the 
press of Georgia will conttnue to point out 
the necessity of enacting 
adequate health laws.
